Hijacker at Kennedy

KINGSTON 
Police

lifeless bodies of two men who 
were buried alive while hunting 
for antique bottles in the Down­ 
town 
Urban 
Renewal 
Project 
between 
lower 
Broadway and 
Hasbrouck Avenue. 
Ulster County Coroner William 
H. Keyser pronounced both men 
dead at the scene. 
Authorities said 
it 
was 
be 
lieved that both men were em ­ 
ployed 
at 
the 
International 
Business 
Machines 
plant 
in 


Kingston. One of the dead men 
rep »rtcdly resided in Kingston. 
Police authorities still are not 
sure 
when 
the 
incident 
took 
place. One report received was 
that the men had gone to the 
area early this morning to dig 
for the bottles. A bystander re­ 
ported that the incident occurred 
around 9 :30 a.m. today. 
The two dead men have not 
been identified by police, pend 
ing 
notification of their 
next 
of kin. 
The two men who apparently 
digging a 15-foot-high embank 
ment when it collapased on top 


of them. They were trapped un­ 
der several feet of earth. 
The first person at the scene 
of the tragedy, who was report­ 
edly Ja m e s Powers, Port Ewen, 
said he saw several men digging 
in the embankment. When lie 
looked back a few minutes later, 
the embankment had collapsed, 
trapping the men underneath. 
Powers said he then began 
digging in a vain attempt to 
reach the pair 
He then, sum ­ 
moned police, who rushed to the 
scene. 
Several uniformed policemen 
arrived at the scene and began 


digging into the embankment. 
They later called a bulldozer 
from the Public Works Depart­ 
ment to assist. 
Several 
construction 
men 
working in the area, along with 
City 
Detective Joseph 
Feraca 
and the city bulldozer, labored 
for more than an hour in an 
attempt to reach the trapped 
men. 
The first body was uncovered 
at 10:30 a.m. Minutes later, dig 
gers uncovered the lifeless body 
of the second man. 
Both men appeared to be mid 
die aged. They were dressed in 


blue or 
brown 
coveralls and 
work boots. One of the dead 
men’s head was badly bloodied. 
Coroner Keyser said thr two 
apparently died of suffocation, 
hut he could not estimate how 
long they were trapped below 
the earth before they died. He 
said it depended on the soil 
composition and whether or not 
there were any air pockets.

Prices o f Reco rd

The teen who wo uld hav e been hard-pressed to spend 
fiv e hurks in a week sev eral decades ago can no w spend it 


v ery easily (if no t painlessly ) in fiv e minutes at the reco rd 


co unter o f his o r her fav o rite sto re. In fact, if it’s a new re­ 


lease o n a majo r lev el, a teen can spend a lo t mo re than the 


fiv er. Fo ur majo r reco rd labels hav e bo o sted their list prices 


fro m $5 .9 8 to $6 .9 8 recently , and where fo ut majo r labels 


go , ten mino r o nes will so o n fo llo w , alo ng with two do zen 
labels that no bo dy has ev er heard o f befo re. 


O f co urse no bo dy really pay s the list price (m aking it 


just o ne o f the ano m ilies o f the reco rding industry ) but 


nasty things will happen to the disco unts. T ho se no w selling 


fo r $3.9 8 will go up to $4 .9 8 — unless so me m iddleman de- 


tides to whittle the disco unt a little and bo o st the price to 


$5 .39 , blam ing the reco rd co m panies. H eads they win, tails 


y o ur po cketbo o k lo ses, and that do esn’t ev en include the 
sales tax ! 


Teens faced a similar price bo o st last y ear, and o ne the 


y ear befo re. Reco rd co m panies may be faced by an unex ­ 


pected co nfro ntatio n. It wo uld be a go o d time fo r it. M usic 


happens to he in a state o f transitio n. The stro ng central 


figure, such as Elv is in the ’fifties and the Beatles in the 


’six ties, has no t y et em erged fo r the ’sev enties. T eens are 


buy ing, per head, fewer reco rds than in past y ears, any way . 


I he price bo o st m ay driv e many y o ung peo ple away fro m 


the mo st established music o utlets— to ward what? 


A ll the latest price bo o st may do is to make mo re gen­ 


eral and acceptable custo m s which are already hurting the 


established reco rding industry . O ne o f these is unautho rized 


taping. W hen a new album bv the Grand Funk Subway o r 


the Freesto ne Fiv e is released, it takes v ery little effo rt to 


find a radio statio n that is play ing the who le disc. G iv en 


m o derately clear receptio n and a mo derately go o d tape re­ 


co rder, a m o derately go o d crpv o r the reco rd can he made 


at a price that is hard to heat; free. In a v ariatio n, o ne teen­ 


ager may buy a co py o f the new reco rd, and then a co uple 


o f hundred friends that he will suddenly acquire will tape it 


fro m his reco rding. W ith the po pularizatio n o f cassettes and 


cartridges, the who le pro cess is made, if no t mo re legal, at 
least easier. 


Or m any teens are turning to the bo o tleg reco rds, so me 


o f which are almo st a? go o d as the o riginal pro duct. (O thers, 


o f co urse, aren’t.) A lso av ailable o n bo o tleg disks are cuts 


no t av ailable co m m ercially . A nd so me teens wait until the 


reco rds they want sho w up in the bargain bins at depart­ 


ment sto res— we ai> hav e seen the reco rds we paid fo ur do l­ 


lars fo r fo ur y ears a,$o , marked do wn to a do llar. 


Tho se bins o ffer a hint, to o , as to why the reco rd co m ­ 


panies find it necessary to practice the strange tribual cus­ 


to m o f the annual Price H ike. O bv io usly , a reco rd by the 


R o lling Sto nes, To m Jo nes, o r Jo hnny Cash will pro bably , 
o r at least po ssibly , pay fo r die co st o f materials, pro duc­ 
tio n, and pro mo tio n o f the reco rd. And, refreshingly o ften, 
a reco rd that wasn’t ex pected to set any reco rds will beco me 
a reco rding sensatio n. But what abo ut the hundreds o f tho us­ 
ands o f co pies o f “ The Bo sto n Po ps Play s Liberate,” o r 
“ The A rgy lle Strings Plav Great Telev isio n Co mmercial 
T hem es” o r “ T w enty Famo us Banjo So ngs by the Kentucky 
T ub-T hum pers” ? Yo u see them in tho se bins nex t to the 
hard-to -push albums by the Co w sills, the M o nkees, and Jan- 
is Ian. 
Iro nically , m any o f the unheard-o f labels that take fliers 
o n tho se bo mbs a te su b sid ia ries o f tho se majo r reco rd co m ­ 
panies that are upping their prices. The m o ney lo st o n the 
clunkers eats up the pro fits fro m the go ld hits. T he plastic, 
rutting, and wrapping o f a flo p co sts as much, ro ughly , as 
fo r a hit. Tho usands o f co pies may he mailed to disk jo ckies 
who listen fo r fiv e seco nds, wince, and then use the disk fo r 
a frizbee, and the trash barrel fo t a target. 
By sho wing mo re sensitiv ity to ward the listening public, 
than less sensitiv ity to ward establishing a tax lo ss, reco rd 
co m panies co uld increase their pro fits witho ut penalizing the 
music lo v er. U nautho rized co py ing do es no thing to so lv e the 
pro blem , and depriv es the artists, (w ho had little, if any ­ 
thing, to do with the price rise) o f their ro y alties o n the 
reco rd.

TH E NEW S T H A T anoth er h ousing complex vai in 
th e planning stages for Kingston didn't ex actly solicit cries 
of “stop th e presses” at Th e Daily Freeman th is week. 
As th e subseq uent article noted, h ousing complex es, at 
least plans for h ousing complex es, are noth ing new in th e 
Colonial City . In fact, th ere are more th an 850 on th e draw* 
ing h oard, an almost incredible figure considering we h ave 
only about 3 0 0 righ t now. 


W h ile interest h as not really begun to pick up on th e 
Glen Street proposal aired on W ednesday , th e Corbetta 
proposal for Uptown aired on June 29 , continues to be * 
h otbed of debate among city officials. 


One city official wh o’d like to get in th e swim of th ings 
is Joh n H eit/m an, th e First W ard alderman. Most of th e 
publicity h as centered on Cliff Sinsah augh ’s h owls of lack 
of communication on th e proposal. Sinsabaugh , ch airman 
of th e U rban Renewal Committee, is a key figure in th e fu­ 
ture of th e Corbetta deal, but Sinsabaugh lives in th e 10th 
W ard. Th e project is planned for th e First W ard. 


H EITZM A N , IT TURNS out, th inks th e Corbetta pro- 
posal to builti a 10-story apartment complex at Hurley and 
Wash ington Avenues, “is a great idea.” 
Th ere h as been some criticism on tfie h eigh t of th e 
building, some 9 0 feet, according to C orbrtta’s specifications. 
H eit/m an, wh o obviouslv h as done some h omework on th e 
project, points out th at th e conntv office building is 78 feet 
h igh and figures th at for anoth er 12 feet th e city gets four 
more stories. 
T h e main bone of contention, h owever, is th e tax x etup. 
Corbetta is asking for a form of tax abatement wh ere h e 
■would be assessed on h is gross rents, not on th e value of th e 
property . 
C orbrtta’s argument is th at if h e's tax ed on th e property 
value h e will h ave to ch arge rents in ex cess of h is projected 
51*50 a month average. 
Statistics from th r federal census conducted last y ear in­ 
dicate th at Kingstonians, on an average, don’t make all 
th at much mo ney p*r y ear, sa y around 
57 ,’>0 0 . Rents o f 
^200 a month or more would be out of th e range of most 
of th e residents. For th at matter. $ 150 a month wouldn’t 
be ch eap. 
Assuming th e h eigh t of th e building isn’t th at big an 
issue, it comes down to a ch oice for citv fath ers between 
th e sh ort term view of a nice ch unk of tax es and th e long 
term view of providing h ousing with in th e budget of most 
of Hie residents. 


T H E LARGER Q U F S T IO N IS: Just wh ere is th e 
city h eading? Traditionally , Kingston h as been a city of 
h ome owners, single family and two family h ouses. Th e 
feet th at a city of 25.0 0 0 people h as only 50 0 units of 
apartments, most built in th e last ten y ears, is an indica­ 
tion of th at. Th e city seems to be h eading toward more 
and more apartment dwellings. Perh aps building single 
family h omes doesn’t make financial sense any more. 


W e’re not sure wh ich wav die city is h eading, but 
we get th e uneasy fee*ing th at th e city government isn’t 
all th at sure, eith er. Each rezoning proposal (and moat are 
for apartments or for variances to convert older h omes 
into apartments) .x eecms to h e taken on its own merit in its 
own time with no th ough t of th e overall future of th e city . 
O nly now are fears being raised of “over apartment- 
izing” with more th an 8 50 apartments on th e drawing 
boards. 
It may not be generally remembered, but city official* 
h ave been working with state officials for th e past several 
month s on a revision of th e entire zoning map of Kingston. 
Perh aps a special bi-partisan may oral commission to 
review th e recommendations of city officials and perh aps 
propose a few of th eir own, migh t be in order at th is 
point.

MOOD OF LONELINESS pervades painting ol a seemingly nesertea nonse 
by artist Joan Howe, whose own home in Altamont, near Albany, Is a 
200-year-old farmhouse. Crumbling walls, battered door, baskets and Jugs 
used rarely today make up this still USe glowing with color and mood. 


The strongest possible sense 
of nostalgia is evoked in these 
paintings. 
Sun bathed 
porches 
with the look of another century, 
attics filled with memorabilia, 
wood-stoved 
kitchens 
of 
the 
past, the passage of time poi­ 
gnantly recalled in the inani­ 
m ate objects along life’s trail. 
Like 
the 
illustrious 
Wyeth 
family which has produced one 
generation of painters after an­ 
other, the Howe family, too, 
has a long heritage of art. Joan 
Howe, daughter of famous il­ 
lustrator and landscape painter, 
Victor C. Anderson, is a third 
generation artist. And her one 
man show, opening at Wood 
stock's Lewis Gallery on Satur 
day, July 31, speaks eloquently 
for her unusual color sense and 
unexecelled 
ability 
to 
paint 
light and mood. 
TEMPO was treated to a pre 
view of the show, opening with 
a reception at Lewis Gallery 
July 31 and running through 
Aug. 9; found the psychological 
reaction to Joan Howe's work 
overwhelming. 
Of the Dimly Remembered 
Many of her paintings are 
like scenes photographed from 
the past and summon up a sad 
nostalgia for days long gone and 
objects only dimly remembered. 
In her crumbling 
houses or 
barns, forgotten toys, antique 
corner cupboards, mellowed-by- 
time chests and chairs, there is 
the lonely lure of small town 
and country America. And, yet, 
almost startling in their con­ 
trast, are her canvases of sea, 
clouds and boats—waterscapes 
that sparkle with life in pastel 
color, 
in reflections in calm 
water, 
in 
sails 
against 
the 
horizon. 
Joan Howe is an artist with 
the ability to paint continuously 


at a high level of excellence. 
With a talent for observation 
and perception, she has pro­ 
duced canvases of such beauty 
that her reputation in the art 
field hinges on the high stan­ 
dards she has set for herself 
and attained.
